THE SEVENTH 
WHY LUCKY? 


Willie Keller Thinks it Expression 
Originated From the Game 
of Crap-shooting 


“Everybody up.” 

“AIL stretch.” 

“This is where we win.” 

Every baseball fan in the country 
knows what those remarks mean, 
writes Sam Crane, a well-known east- 
ern baseball writer. 

For years the seventh inning of a 
baseball game has been known as the 
“lucky seventh,” and all sorts of mas- 
cotic influences are fondly imagined 
to be focused right in that particular 
period, The home club is supposed 
to be the one on whom the smiles of 
Dame Fortune fall, but it makes no 
difference if the home team is shut 
out in that inning and. the visiting 
players clout the ball for keeps, it still 
is the same old “lucky seventh” the 
next day. 

Ins New. York, at both the Polo 
grounds and American league park, it 
is the custom in the interval between 
the sixth and seventh innings for all 
fie spectators to stand up, even if 
they do not stretch themselves ‘The 
mere act of rising is sufficient, accord- 
ing to the fan code, of ethics, to show 
one is rooting for the home team. 
The same custom obtains on nearly 
every baseball ground in the country, 
and recently in Chicago on a very hot 
day when every spectator of the over 
20,000 at National league park was 
either coatless or white shirt-waisted, 
as the immense assemblage arose to 
its feet, it resembled a mammoth bank 
of snow moving restlessly. It was as 
a spectacle a pretty sight, but the 
sentiment behind the>moye of unity 
showed a loyalty of feeling to the 
home players that was even prettier 
than the mere scene. 

I asked Wille Keeler the other day 
if he knew when the “lucky seventh’ 
originated and how, but. he, said: “1 
fave heard of it ever since 1 played 
ball and that has been nearly twenty 
years. I think it was. called, ‘lucky 
seventh’ from seven being a lucky 
number in. shooting craps.” 

That is surely an original idea any- 
how, and Keeler said it seriously as 
if he meant. it. 

Adrian C Anson, the famous lead- 
er of the Chicago White Stockings for 
so miuny years and who played profes- 
sional ball as far back as 1870, gives 
this reason for the derivation “lucky 
seventh”: 

In the early seventies the Athletics 
of Philadelphia and the Boston Red 
Stockings were playing a very im- 
portant series of games in the Quaker 
city, on the result of which the cham- 
pionship of that year depended. 

The last game was being played and 
the race was so close that the team 
securing ‘the victory ‘would win the 
pennant. The game had gone along 
with varying fortune up to the sev- 
enth innings and the Bostons ‘were 
seven runs ahead when the Athletics, 
with which club I was playing right 
field at the time ,went to bat for their 
seventh innings. In those days the 
two captains tossed for the choice 
of ihnings and we had chosen the last 
inning at bat. 

Three Athletics had scored in the 
inning end there were three on bases 
When I went to bat.) ~A home run 
would tie the score. 

Picking out just the ball T wanted, 
for we could call them for either a 
high or a low ball, I met it) squarely 
on the trademark and hit it so far over 
the centre-field fence that it may be 
going yet for/all I know. The ball 
never came back anyhow. ; 

“Now, strange as it may appear,” 
continued. Anson, “by making those 
seven runs I made my seventh home 
run of the season, it was the seventh 
straight victory for the Athletics for 
we won out in the end, and our pitcher 
was the seventh son of a seventh son, 
and our mascot was seven years old.” 

Anson then'started to play billiards 
with Manager McGraw, of the Giants, 
and won seven points each. It was 
the seventh of the month, and they 
started to play at 7 o'clock on the 
seventh day of the week.

AFTER LONG CHASE 


Charged With Killing Eight- 
Year-Old Girl in Louisville, 
Kentucky

San IFrancisco, August 2.—Joseph 
Wendling, wanted in Louisville, Ky., 
in connection with the murder of 8 


year-old Alma Keltner, was taken into 


custody to-day. H«@ admitted his 
identity. 
Wendling denicd any connection 


was not seen again until the mutila- 
ted body was found in the basement 
of St. John’s parochial school build- 
ing on May 30. There was every. in- 
dication that the child had been mur- 
dered and her body hidden in an 
effort to conceal the crime. 
Evidence found around the school 
building and among the effects of the 
janitor, Joseph Wendling, directed 
suspicion towards him and when an 
effort was made to capture him it 
was discovered that he had fled the 
city. His wife was taken into cus- 
tody but was dismissed after being 


|examined for several days. 


Evidence pointing to Wenaling was 


with the murder of the girl in his talk Wrung from this wife by the police, and 


with the district attorney and the 
police. He described: his wanderings 
since leaving Louisville, saying he 
went to New Orleans, thence to Texas 
and finally to Vallejo, where Carney 
found his trail. The canture was due 
to a tip given the detectives by a 
note from some unknown person. ‘I'he 
note stated that Wendling would be 
found at 341 Third Stree. That was 
three days ago, and when the detec- 
tives went to the place they found a 
vacant jlot. Adjoining this was ja 
lodging house at 345 Third Street. 
The place is conducted by a French 
woman who jnsisted that no man an- 
swering Wendling’s description has 
tver stopped there. A watch was 
maintained about the place, however, 
and this morning detectives deter- 
mined to search the house. Wendl- 
ing was found hidden under ‘the sink 
in the kitchen. He denied that he 
was the man but the mark of a bullet 
wound in the head, received while he 
was in the French army, was. dis- 
covered and investigation disclosed 
the ship tattooed upon his body 
Wendling broke down and admitted 
his identity. Wendling has been 
sought for i the city for three weeks. 
He was trailed to Vallejo, a town 30 
miles from here, by Chief of Detec- 
tives J. P. Carney, of Louisville, after 
a chase that Ied across the continent. 


Disappeared in December. 
Louisville, Ky., August 2.—Alma 
Keltner, the 8-year-old daughter of 
Mr and Mrs. Fred Keltner, and niece 


the dead child’s relatives and the au- 
thorities offered six thousand dollars 
for his capture. 

According to his wife, Wendling 
left Louisville on January 24 and the 
trail followed by Carney Jed him into 
Mexico Central America, and finally 
back to this country, to a ranch near 
Vallejo, California. 

When the girl first disappeared it 
was thought that she had been kid- 
napped, and search was instituted ex- 
tending to all parts of Canada and 
the United States.

SASKATCHEWAN COLLEGE OF 
AGRICULTURE 


The Saskatchewan College of Agri- 
culture,being established in connection 
with the provincial university at Sas- 
katoon, is beginning to get busy 

The opening of the college for stu- 
dents will take place in the fall of 1911 
but the closing months of 1910 and the 
beginning of 1911 will see a vigorous 
campaign through all parts of the pro- 
vince. Seed fairs, one and two day 
short courses, and a “bigger-and-bet- 
ter-than ever” provincial seed fair and 
short course will be field. It is ex- 
pected that the faculty. of the college’ 
of Agriculture will visit. during the 
coming winter every town in the pro- 
vince to which they are invited where 
one and two day short courses will 
consist of lectures and demonstration. 
Charts will be used to show desirable 
types of live stock and to illustrate 
lectures on tillage operations followed 
in grain growing while grain judging 
classes will be conducted at the seed 
fairs and some of the meetings to de- 
monstrate the meaning of “quality” in 
grain. Farmers’ clubs which were an- 
naunced last year wil be organized, 
and plans for county and provincial 
affiliations will be presented. The 
organization of women’s clubs will al-

NEARLY CAUSED 
DISASTER AT SOO 


“Lake Shore” Rammed »Lower 
Locks—Succeeded in Stop- 
ping Boat in Time 


Soo, -Ont., August 3—An accident 
almost duplicate of the ramming of 
the lower gate of the Canadian locks 
occurred early this morning. — Lucki- 
ly, however, with no such disastr- 
ous results. About one a.m. the 
steamer Lake Shore, upbound, — at- 
tempted to make a landing at the lower 
pier before going into the Poe Lock. 

As she left the pier to enter the 
lock, the captain gave the backing 
signals to straighten the boat around. 
The reverse engine slipped, and in- 
stead of backing, she was driven ahead 
full speed. The force of speed drove 
her into the opposite pier, tearing 
the upper timber walls for over a 
hundred feet. The gates being open, 
she headed straight up the flock, the 
engineer endeavouring to get her to 
stopped and reversed. She struck the 
upper gate exactly where the 
leaves mitre, forcing them out two 
feet.

Saved Bad Wreck. 

Before the boat hau gone tihe full 
length of the lock the engineer had 
suceeded in reversing the engine, and 
as she was backed up, the tremen- 
dous force of water in the upper canal 
brought the gates back into place 
without any danger except to a small 
hole in the upper plate, caused by 


the Lake Shore’s anchor. Had the 
lower gate been closed the Canadian 


disaster would shave been duplicated. 
Or if the steamer could not have 
been gotten under control before she 
struck the upper gates, the result 
is hard to estimate. Fortunately also 
the wheel man headed straight for 
the mitre in the upper gates. 
Is Sister Ship. 

A rather remarkable fact is that the 
Lake Shore is the sister shin to the 
Perry C. Walker wihich caused the 
damage to the Canadian locks. She 
is owned by the Gilchrist Transpor- 
tation Company, of Cleveland. The 
damage sustained. by her is slight. 
only a few plates on the starboard 
side being dented above the water 
line.

From there they travelled 
via the Athabasca River to Fort Mc- 
IMurray. The remainder of the journey, 
which included Chipewyan, Smith 
Laniinig and the Peace River Crossing 
was made in the tug St. Joseph, which 
was also carrying a cargo of freight, 
‘consisting of articles for the mission 
post of the Roman Catholic Chureh. 

At these northern posts considerable 
difficulty was experienced in the add- 
ministration of the law in as far as 
the serving of notices and sumnrons 
fare concerned, This difficulty was on 
account of the long distances between 
points. (Many cases were settled by 
‘his honor, some iby anbitration. Pro- 
|bates were also granted and various 
other legal matters attended to.

At Smith Landing, Col. Saunders, on 
the request of the Dominion: Govern- 
ment, made cnquiries regarding. the 
wood bison, “While they were only 
seenin smal! croups, there ts reason 
to believe that four or five ‘vindred 
of the animals are roaming about the 
district. 

‘All along the route of the journey, 
the members:of the party were aston- 
ished at the apparent richness of the 
country. The timber in the vicinity 
of Fort (MeMurray seemed exhaust- 
less ‘while ina miineral way the party 
sifound evidences of gold in the \Chipew- 
yan district. At Pelican, ‘the party 
noticed with interest the burning gas 
at Pelican. This stream’ of natural gas 
was ignited twelve years ago ‘by pros- 
pectors who were boring for gas, and 
has been ‘burning ever since. 

Were No Accidents 

The trip: was entirely devoid of ac- 
cidents, although there were some ad- 
ventures. In one case the party were 
quarantined at Grand ‘Rapids for elev- 
en days on account of smallpox, and 
for the whole time stood in great dan. 
ger of contracting it. All the men- 
bers of the party are fecling and look- 
ing splendidly afte nheir long journey.

ANTIQUITY OF SHORTHAND 

Shorthand is apt to be looked upon 
as an essentially modern art. The 
predecessors of Pitman—Byrom in 
the eighteenth century, Mason in the 
seventeenth—ayc (says T.P.’s Weck- 
ly) dim and distant figures beyond 
which it seems useless to venture. 
Cicero dictated this orations to his 
freedman, T..

SAID NOTHING 


Several Soldiers Knew of Murder 
of Captain Peter Ellis- 
ton 


BUT DID NOT REPORT IT 


Gunner Allan Accused of Murder 
—Another Was Arrested 
Also 


Victoria, August 2—Tollowing the 
finding of wilful murder by the cor- 
oner’s jury, Gunner Thos. Allan, R. 
C.G. Artillery was arraigned on a 
charge of wilful murder of Capt. 
Peter Elliston, commanding = werk 
point artillery. 

It developed during the inquest ut 
the barracks that five soldiers knew 
that Allan had murdered the com- 
manding officer within two or three 
seconds of the time when it occurred 
but made no report. Gunner Bryan 
while shaving, witnessed the reflec- 
tion of the murder in a mingr, but 
made no report until three hours later. 
He is under military arrest. 

While on jatigue, the murderer was 
neard by Bombardier Corrigan, who 
was in charge, to make threats against 
apt. EWiston only three hours before 
the crime. 

Allan chaimed ‘that the captain had 
not treated ‘him right ‘and said: “1 
have got a bullet for Captain Elliston 
and it will find its billet.” His threats 
however were not taken seriously by 
Corrigan, Capt. Elliston, who is a 
son-in-law of Charles Archibald, an 
Eastern Canadian financier, will be 
buried with military honors on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, the entire garison 
turning out. 


CENSUS OF FOREST PRODUCTS 


The census of forest products of 
Canada, to be taken on Ist June, 1911, 
will embrace square, wany or flat tim- 
ber, ‘logs for lumber and miscellaneous 
products, 

In the first class are inciuded ash, 
birch, elm, maple, oak, pine and all 
other timber cut as square, waney or 
flat,:and in the enumeration will be re- 
ported for cubic feet and value. 

Logs for lumber, which are includ- 
ed ‘in ‘the second class, are in such 
woods as-elm, hickory, hemlock, oak, 
pine and spruce. They will be enum- 
crated in the census by quantities of 
7,000 ‘fect ‘board measure, with value 
in the same unit 

Miscellaneous products of the for- 
est include bark for tanning, ° fence 
posts, firewood, hanp and hop poles, 
masts and.spars, piling, pot and pearl 
ashes, railroad ;ties, staves, stave-bolts 
and heading, ‘telegraph poles (includ- 
ing: ‘telephone and other poles for 


electric wires), wood for pulp, and the 


furs and skins of forest animals un- 
dressed, and :they will be enumerated 
by number-or quality and value: 

The census of forest products will 
be taken chiefly from ithe farmers and 
the lessoces of timber limits.

THE FARMER'S UNION IN 
GERMANY 

American Consul-General Thackara 
of Berlin recently submitted a report 
on the Imperial Union of Agricultural 
Societies in Germany. It now includes 
more than 18,000 local societies with 
a total inembership of more than 1,- 
500,000. The German society evident- 
ly pays more attention to economic 
processes and less to political pro- 
cesses than do most similar American 
societies. On its present scale the 
German union dates only from 1905, 
when a combination was effected of 
the Imperial Union, organixed in 1903, 
and the General Union, organized in 
1871, The present society is admir- 
ably systematized by divisions and 
subdivisions and by specialization of 
interests. 


Those who are competent to judge 
state that the record yield of winter 
wheat in Southern Alberta this year 
will be harvested on the farm of F, 
W.-Crandall, which is situated near 
Gleichen. It is stated that the 
general average of this ficld of 160 
acres will be at least 40 bushels to 
the acre, while several acres will 
run at least so bushels to the acre. 

Jjast fall Mr, Crandall decided to 
demonstrate the value of irrigation. 
His action was taken with a view 
to determining the cost of irrigating 
Bow Valley land and also to make a 
comparison of the crops grown in the 
same district, under irrigation and 
under natural rainfall. conditions. 

The story of this, the banner field 
of Alberta Red for the . year 910, 
teads as follows: The plowing was 
done in the spring of 1909, and water 
being turned on July 27, by the 20th 
the field was thoroughly irrigated 
and the water turned off. ‘The irri- 
gation materially’ assisted in the 
rotting of the sod and when sowinz 
commenced on August 25th, it was 
found that the soil was quite mel- 
low. No irrigation other than the 
first. was necessary, but this spring 
the field was packed with a view to 
saving the moisture. 

In'speaking of the cost of irrigat- 
ing this land, Mr. randall says: ‘J 
find that the cost of this work was 
4444 cents per acre. I paid $2.50 
per day for one man and $2.75 for 
another, neither seemed to know 
the first thing about the distrilutios: 
of water. For the making of the 
small distributing ditches I paid $8 
a day for a man with four horses: ]: 
all of the prices for labor were the 
average for similar work. Much 
work was done unnecessarily cn ac- 
count of inexperience, and under 
more ° favorable circumsances so 
far as labor is concerned, I am 
satisfied the same area could be ir- 
Tigated for an amount not exceed- 
ing 40 cents per acre.” 

When estimating his profits. on 
this crop, Mr. randall said: “From 
this 160 acres, I expect to secure 
6400 bushels of No. 1 Alberta Red 
and there is every reason to believe 
that this crop will be sold at, $1.00 
per bushel at the elevator, giving 
me 2 gross return of $6,400. The 
total expense connected with this 
crop will not exceed $10.00 per acre, 
which will give me a profit of $4,800 
or a sum exceeding the price that I 
paid for this land. This of course, is 
based upon a, price of $1.00 per 
bushel, and I believe that this year's 
crop will sell at a figure ia advance 
of $1.00 per bushel.”"—Gleichen Call,
